RELIABLE SECRETARIAT SOURCE STATED SECURITY COUNCIL 
PRESIDENT BOYA (BENIN) HAS BEEN CONSIDERING POSSIBILITY 
OP SC ACTION DURING HIS MAY PRESIDENCY ON VIETNAM'S 
APPLICATION EOR ADMISSION TO THE UN. SOURCE WAS UNSURE 
WHETHER PRINCIPAL STIMULUS WAS PROM VIETNAM, ITS FRIENDS, 

OR A CERTAIN DESIRE ON BOYA'S PART TO HAVE SC TAKE "AN IMPORTANT

2. RENEWAL OP UNDOP'S MANDATE - 

ACCORDING TO SYRIAN DEPUTY PERM REP SIBAHI, SYRIAN PERM REP 
ALLAF HAS BEEN SAYING PRIVATELY THAT UNDOF EXTENSION SHOULD 
PROCEED SMOOTHLY WITH MINIMAL ACTUAL DEBATE. SIBAHI, WHO SAID 
HIS MISSION IS STILL AWAITING INSTRUCTIONS, COMMENTED THAT 
RESOLUTION DRAPTING PROCESS WOULD DEPEND ON "THE OTHER SIDE." 

SECRETARIAT OPPICIAL ALSO DISCLOSED THAT ALLAF INDICATED TO SYG 
WALDHEIM HE EXPECTED THE RENEWAL WOULD GO RELATIVELY EASILY, 

PARTICULARLY IN LIGHT OP SUCCESSPUL MEETING OP US AND SYRIAN PRES- 
IDENTS. UNDOP EXTENSION IS TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED EOR MAY 27, BUT 
SECRETARIAT OPPICIAL COMMENTED THERE ARE PAINT NOISES PROM THE 
SYRIANS TO THE EPFECT THEY MIGHT PREFER DELAYING IT UNTIL 
MAY 31. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1575) 

3. INITIAL REACTIONS TO ISRAELI ELECTIONS - 
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WHILE UN DIPLOMATS IN GENERAL HAVE REACTED WITH CAUTION IN 
ANALYZING IMPLICATIONS OP ISRAELI ELECTIONS, PARTICULARLY SINCE 
COMPOSITION OP NEW GOVERNMENT COALITION IS UNCLEAR, FIRST 
RESPONSES WERE SURPRISE, DISPA VOR (ARABS), AND CONCERN ABOUT 
IMPACT ON NEGOTIATING PROSPECTS AND REGIONAL STABILITY. IN 
LEBANESE DEPUTY PERM REP'S VIEW, LIKUD WOULD BE DIFPICULT TO 
DEAL WITH ON REGIONAL PROBLEMS. SYRIAN MISOPF THOUGHT IT WAS NOT A 
HELPFUL SIGN. ON OTHER HAND, EGYPTIAN MISOPF SPECULATED A 
LIKUD-LED COALITION OR NATIONAL UNITY GOVERNMENT COULD BRING 
SURPRISES IN ISRAELI LEADERSHIP WHICH WOULD NOT NECESSARILY BE 
UNPAVORABLE TO ARAB INTERESTS. PRENCH MISOPP COMMENTED THAT A 
CONSERVATIVE CHANGEOVER MIGHT CONCEIVABLY LEAD TO A BREAK- 
THROUGH. A SOVIET DIPLOMAT REMARKED THAT RESULTS SEEMED TO COMP- 
LICATE NEGOTIATING SITUATION. ISRAELI MISOFP IN EARLY CONJECTURE 
ON WHAT HAPPENED SUGGESTED ISRAELI ELECTORATE REACTED NOT ONLY TO 
DISAPPOINTMENT AND FRUSTRATION OVER LABOR'S INTERNAL 
PROBLEMS, BUT ALSO PELT THE NEED POR TOUGHER POREIGN POLICY 
SECRET 
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DIRECTION IN LIGHT OP CONTINUING HARDLINE PLO POSTIONS 
AND DOUBTS ABOUT USG'S MIDDLE EAST POLICY. (LIMITED OPFICIAL 
USE - USUN 1569) 
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4. ISRAELI ROLE IN AFRICA - 

AMB LEONARD REVIEWD BASIC POINTS OF US SYMPATHY WITH ISRAEL'S 
DESIRE TO REVIVE ITS POSITION IN AFRICA WITH ISRAELI PERM REP 
HERZOG. WHEN LEONARD OBSERVED THAT ISRAEL COULD HELP ITSELE BY 
DECLARING PUBLICLY ITS ADHERENCE TO THE UN SECURITY COUNCIL 
VOLUNTARY ARMS EMBARGO AGAINST SOUTH AERICA, HERZOG SIDE- 
STEPPED THAT POINT BY REITERATING THAT BASIC PROBLEM CONTINUES TO 
BE A PROCEDURAL ONE OF THE UNANIMITY RULE WITHIN THE AERICAN GROUP. 
HE SAID AFRICANS FEARED RETALIATION SHOULD THEY VENTURE INDEP- 
ENDENT ACTION, AND NOTED THAT THIS WAS AREA WHERE AMB YOUNG COULD 
HELP EFEECT CHANGE. HE DID STATE THAT ISRAELI MILITARY INVOLVEMENT 
WITH SOUTH AFRICA IS QUITE LIMITED AT PRESENT, BUT ACKNOWLEDGED 
THAT THE SITUATION COULD CHANGE IN THE FUTURE. (SECRET - USUN 1559) 

5. ALLEGED CIA OPERATIONS IN MICRONESIA - 

FRENCH MISOFE GARRIGUE-GUYONNAUD TOLD MISOFF HE 

THOUGHT IT WOULD BE DIEFICULT FOR FRENCH TO OPPOSE SEEKING A UN 

LEGAL COUNSEL RULING OR CONDEMNING THE US EOR THE ALLEGED CIA 
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OPERATIONS IN MICRONESIA UNLESS WE CATEGORICALLY DENY THEY TOOK 
PLACE. HOWEVER, HE WAS SURE FRANCE COULD ABSTAIN ON BOTH QUESTIONS, 
IF BOTH ARISE. HE EMPHASIZED GOF’S DESIRE TO BE HELPFUL AND 
ACKNOWLEDGED DESIRABILITY OE MINIMIZING DISCUSSION OE THE 
ALLEGATIONS. (CONEIDENTIAL - USUN 1568) 

6. PUERTO RICO - 

THE GOVERNOR OE PUERTO RICO WISHES TO PROCEED AS QUICKLY AS 
SECRET 
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POSSIBLE WITH INVITATIONS TO SELECTED UN PERM REPS, INCLUDING AMB 
YOUNG, TO VISIT PUERTO RICO, MISOFF WAS INFORMED BY HOXTER, WHO 
SERVES AS THE GOVERNOR'S PUBLIC RELATIONS ADVISER. HOXTER 
SAID THE GOVERNOR WOULD DEEER TO USUN'S JUDGMENT ON THOSE WHO 
SHOULD BE INVITED. (CONEIDENTIAL - USUN 1565) 

7. LAW OF THE SEA - 

GROUP OF 77 CHAIRMAN SUBMITTED REVISED DRAFT ARTICLE 9 AS AN 
AGREED TEXT FOR G-77 POSITION ENTERING THE FORTHCOMING LOS 
CONFERENCE. THIS IS BASICALLY SAME AS G-77 TEXT OF SEPTEMBER 
1976 EXCEPT FOR CHANGES IN TWO PARAGRAPHS. (CONFIDENTIAL - 
USUN 1572) 

8. PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS WORKING GROUP - 

THE SOVIET DEL SUGGESTED TO UKDEL THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
PERMANENT MEMBERS (US, UK, ERANCE, USSR) MIGHT GET TOGETHER 
INDEPENDENTLY, PRIOR TO THE NEXT MEETING OE THE PEACEKEEPING 
WORKING GROUP TENTATIVELY SCHEDULED FOR MAY 31, TO DISCUSS 
GUIDELINE DRAFT FORMULAS. KEY TO REAL MOVEMENT ON PEACEKEEPING 
PROPOSALS DEPENDS UPON DEGREE OE FLEXIBILITY BY SOVIETS, AND 
THEIR CONDUCT AT MOST RECENT ROUND INDICATES THEY MAY BE PREPARED 
TO BE SOMEWHAT FLEXIBLE. NONALIGNED MEMBERS OE THE PEACEKEEPING 
WORKING GROUP ARE PLANNING TO MEET EARLY WEEK OF MAY 23.

9. COMMITTEE FOR SPECIAL GA ON DISARMAMENT - 

COMMITTEE ADOPTED AGENDA MAY 18 WITHOUT OBJECTION AFTER 
NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN NONALIGNED CONTACT GROUP, HEADED BY AMERAS- 
INGHE (SRI LANKA), AND EASTERN EUROPEANS LED TO AGREEMENT ON 
DISPOSITION OF WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE (WDC) QUESTION IN 
DRAFT AGENDA EOR THE SPECIAL SESSION. SOVIETS AGREED TO DROP 
INSISTENCE ON A SEPARATE WDC ITEM AND ACCEPT NONALIGNED 
FORMULA WHICH READS:

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"REVIEW OF THE ROLE OF THE UN IN DISARMAMENT AND OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL MACHINERY FOR NEGOTIATIONS ON DISARMAMENT, 

INCLUDING, IN PARTICULAR, THE QUESTION OF CONVENING A WDC." 

CHAIRMAN ORTIZ DE ROZAS (ARGENTINA) PROPOSED THAT THE COMMITTEE HOLD 
INFORMAL DISCUSSIONS ON (A) ORGANIZATION OF WORK, INCLUDING 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR INFORMAL CONTACTS BETWEEN END OF CURRENT 
SESSION AND BEGINNING OF THIRD SESSION (PROBABLY AUG. 31), 

AND (B) ADDITIONAL BACKGROUND PAPERS TO BE PREPARED BY 
SECRETARIAT. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 1570)

GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OE 
TUNISIA AND IRAQ AND OBSERVERS FROM THE NETHERLANDS, NEW 
ZEALAND AND CZECHOSLOVAKIA. TUNISIA (MESTIRI) SAID ONE OF THE 
PRIMARY TASKS OF THE SPECIAL SESSION WOULD BE TO MARSHAL THE 
POLITICAL WILL TOWARDS DISARMAMENT; FAVORED A STUDY ON THE 
EFFECT OF THE ARMS RACE ON ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT; HOPED 
THE SPECIAL SESSION WOULD NOT REPEAT THE ANNUAL GA COMMITTEE 1 
DEBATES; AND SUPPORTED THE CONVENING OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. NETHERLANDS (KAUFMANN) ALSO STRESSED THE IMPORTANCE OF 
POLITICAL WILL TO GIVE NEW IMPORTANCE TO UN AND OTHER EEFORTS; 

SHARED THE CONCERN THAT PARTICULAR ATTENTION SHOULD BE GIVEN TO 
NUCLEAR DISARMAMENT AND EFEORTS TO COUNTER AN EXCESSIVE WORLD- 
WIDE INCREASE IN CONVENTIONAL ARMAMENTS; AND SUPPORTED THE 
SWEDISH PROPOSAL FOR A UN STUDY OF THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN 
DISARMAMENT AND ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL PROGRESS. 

NEW ZEALAND (TEMPLETON) STATED THAT; THE DRAETING OF A 
COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN TREATY SHOULD BE COMPLETED BY THE TIME THE 
SPECIAL SESSION CONVENED, HIGH PRIORITY SHOULD BE ACCORDED TO 
EFFORTS TO PROHIBIT THE USE OF INHUMAN WEAPONS, AND A REVIEW OF THE 
UN DISARMAMENT MACHINERY WAS AN ESSENTIAL PART OP THE TASK OF THE 
SPECIAL SESSION. IP CCD AGAIN BECAME BOGGED DOWN IN ITS ATTEMPTS 
TO REACH AGREEMENT ON IMPORTANT ISSUES, NEW ZEALAND WOULD NOT 
RULE OUT THE POSSIBILITY OP SEEKING NEW METHODS OF NEGOTIATION, 
INCLUDING, IF NECESSARY, THE ESTABLISHMENT OP A NEW NEGOTIATING 
FORUM. 
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CZECHOSLOVAKIA (SMID) REGRETTED INADEQUATE REPRESENTATION OF 
SOCIALIST STATES IN THE PREPARATORY COMMITTEE; CONSIDERED THE 
SPECIAL GA A STEP TOWARD CONVENING THE WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE; HOPED THE SPECIAL SESSION WOULD BE GOVERNED BY THE 
PRINCIPLE OF CONSENSUS; AND SAID THAT IF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
WAS NOT SATISFIED WITH PRESENT RESULTS THE BLAME SHOULD BE PUT ON 
INSUFFICIENT WILL BE CERTAIN STATES AND NOT ON PRESENT MECHANISMS. 
IRAQ (KUBBA) FOUND IT DEPLORABLE THAT MILLIONS OF PEOPLE WERE 
SUFFERING FROM MALNUTRITION WHILE HUGE AMOUNTS OF MONEY WERE 
BEING WASTED ON DESTRUCTIVE ARMS; STATED THAT THE NONALIGNED 
PROPOSALS COULD SERVE AS A FRUITFUL BASIS FOR A SUCCESSFUL 
SPECIAL SESSION; AND CONCLUDED THAT GENUINE INTERNATIONAL PEACE 
AND SECURITY COULD NOT BE ACHIEVED UNTIL THE STRATEGIES FOR 
ACQUIRING SPHERES OF INFLUENCE AND WORLD HEGEMONY WERE 
IRRADICATED FROM THE INTERNATIONAL ARENA. 

10. COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 

MAY 18, THE COMMITTEE DISCUSSED BUT POSTPONED ACTION ON A REQUEST 
BY THE COMMITTEE ON CONTRIBUTIONS TO HOLD A RESUMED SESSION IN 
GENVA AUG. 8-19. THE COMMITTEE DECIDED TO ADD TO ITS AGENDA 
FOR ITS SUBSTANTIVE SESSION BEGINNING JUNE 20 THE QUESTION OF 
"SELF-EXAMINATION" WITH REGARD TO ITS FUTURE, AND ASKED THE 
SECRETARIAT TO PREPARE AN INVENTORY OF ACTIONS TAKEN BY THE 
COMMITTEE SINCE ITS REACTIVATION IN 1975. THE COMMITTEE HAS BEEN 
MEETING ON AN EXPERIMENTAL BASIS FOR THE LAST THREE YEARS, 

WITH ITS MANDATE SUBJECT TO REVIEW BY THE GA IN 1977. AT THE 
SUGGESTION OF CHAIRMAN OKEYO (KENYA), ITEMS WERE DROPPED FROM THE 
AGENDA FOR THE SUBSTANTIVE SESSION RELATING TO QUOTA SYSTEM FOR 
THE ALLOCATION OF CONFERENCE SERVICES, AND FORMULATION OF FURTHER 
GUIDELINES FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE CALENDAR OF UN 
MEETINGS. THE LATTER ITEM MAY BE BROUGHT UP UNDER "SELF- 
EXAMINATION" IF ANY DELEGATION WISHES TO DO SO. 

11. CONTRIBUTIONS TO MAPUTO CONFERENCE -

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THE UN ANNOUNCED THAT CAMEROON AND MEXICO HAD EACH PLEDGED 
$1,000 TOWARDS THE COST OF THE MAPUTO CONFERENCE, 

BRINGING THE TOTAL PLEDGES BY 53 STATES AND THE OAU 
LIBERATION COMMITTEE TO $327,831.
